cemetery, that it lies on a nearby 
plot of land as yet untouched. 
There are no grave markers left， 
The names of the deceased were 
originally written on wooden 
planks which were stuck in the 
ground by each grave，These 
grave markers have all been stolen 
or destroyed，and have not been 
replaced because rejlatives like 
Bow felt that the graves would less 
likely be vandajlized 让 they were 
left unmarked，Consequently，in 
many towns the exact location of 
the- Chinese cemetery' is known 
onlyto a few oldtimers， 

Bow also pointed out the 
Chinese cemetery in Nevada City 
which is on land now owned by 
the Bureau of Land Management. 
There is no dispute as to the 
location of this cemetery，and the 
unmarked .graves Temain Un- 
molested， However， there are 
persistent rumors that a number of 
city groups are trying to buy the 


ljand for commercial development.

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Desecration of 
Chinese Cemeteries 


Wearesaddened and angered by the desecration of 
many ol]d Chinese cemeteries in Northern California. 


Our community， as well as state and local 
governments， should be made aware of the 
disgraceful state of these final resting Places of our 
ancestors. 

Many state and local attieiik often_ consider the 
fact that Chinese cemeteries and graves have no 
markers as an indication of the Chinese commtunity's 
disinterest in the cemeteries of these pioneers，They 
do not reajlize that the lack of markers is due to Past 
vandalism and fear of future vandalism . 

Also important is the fact that these are historic 
Chinese cemeteries which should be protected by the 
State Office of Historic Preservation . 

Anyone who is qisturbed by the desecration of these 
cemeteries may write to DI，Knox Mellon，State 
Historic Preservation Officer, P.O. Box 2390,， 1220 开 
Street，9acramento，California 95811. Letters may 
also be sent to MI Don Manuel，Bureau of Land 
Management,，63 Natoma Street，Folsom，California

and to Mr. Dan Abraham, Forest Supervisor，Umiited 
States Forest .Service， Klamath National Forest， 
Yreka, California 96097，regarding the Forks of the 
Salmon Chinese cemetery. 

To be effective, these letters need not be long 一 just 
“One or two sentences requesting that these agencies 
delay any commercial or public works development 
on Chinese cemeteries until the Chinese commnuiiity 
has time to decide what should be done with :any 
bodies found,，what sort of memorial to these Chinese 
should be eretted by public or Private Parties Who 
wish to develop these cemeteries;， etc. 

Anyone with information about _ endangered 
Chinese cemeteries or with relatives or friends buried 
in these cemeteries should write imnmediately to DT. 
Nancey VVey, c/o0East/West, 838 Grant Avenue, Suite 
307，9an Francisco 94108，so that action can be 
initiated to Prevent further desecration of Chinese 
graves. 

Eor the future of these historic Chinese cemeteries， 
anumber of qifficult questions needs to be answered. 

What importance does the site of a Chinese 
cemetery havep Is the site of a Chinese cemetery 
sacredp If so，does the site remain sacred even after 
the bodies have been removed? Are there any adverse 
eftects to moving a Chinese cemetery from one Place 
to anotherp What should be done with the remains in 
a Chinese cemetery 这 it is to be redeveloped? Should 
they be reburied here or should they be sent back to 
Chinap Who should make the decision regarding a 
grave when the name of the deceased is Unknownp Is 
过 possible for some Chinese organizations to_ accept 
responsibility for minimnum maintenance of some of 
the neglected Chinese cemeteries? 

A statewide committee of community leaders and 
other concerned citizens of the Chinese American 
community should be formed in the near future to 
deal with these questions. 口

Small rusted metal markers 
enclosing Dames and numbers 
written on paper protrude from 
the ground, The paper is missing 
f 们 om most of the markers, but one 
faded paper identifies the occu- 
pant of the grave as SOmeone With 
the surname Bing who died 记 
1925. These graves are placed in 
neat IOWS，close together，This 
Placement，along with the metal 
markers，Ssuggests that the grave- 
Site may be a later one designated 
to contain bodies removed from 
an earjlier site. The cemetery lies 
close to the freeway where it is 
rumored the ”Department of 
Highways plans to build another 
ipterchange. 

South of Auburn' is the town of 
Fiddletown (formerly called 
Oleta)” whose Chinese cemetery 
stretched over a whole hillsiqe. 
Many of is graves had marbjle 
markers，since marble from the 
nearby quarry was inexpensive. 
Some of the graves had onljy wood 
or brick markers， 

In the center of the cemetery 
stood a marble altar，Its semi- 
circular foor of marble， 
proximately eight feet in diam- 
eter， had Chinese  ， characters 
carved on it The round edge of 
the semicircular floor was fenced 
in with slabs of mafrble，each one 
about 14 inches by 4 inches by 5 
feet， with Chinese ， characters 
carved on them (Probably family 
markers).， On :the foor were 
placed two solid cubes of marble 


(about a foot on each side)，on 


which was placed a flat marble 
Slab On this were presented 


offerings of food， wine， and 
incense,

Frank :Schoonover，Tretired 


carpenter and Sign painter Who 
was born and raised in Fiddle- 
towmn，pointed out the site of the 
altar. He explained that ore of the 
Chinese associations came, dug up 
the graves，and sent the bodies 
back to China around 1917. The 
hillside inow covered with 


depressions Where the graves used 


to be. 
_ Then in the 1920s or 30's there 
was a craze for anything oriental. 
People came and hauled away the 
gravestones and the altar，Vhat 
they did with them he doesnt 
know. S$Schoonover ”remembers 
talking with Jimmie Chow，the 
last Chinese resident of Fiddle- 
town，about the cemetery. Chow 
told him that not all the bodies 
had been sent back to China，that 
the association sent back only the 
bodies of its own members，The 
cemetery is now Used as a cow 
pasture.

Ensemble perform. 

"IT was a bit embarrassed,” 
confessed one cadre after watch- 
ing the undulating hips of Chinese 
womenclad in 下 gyptian garb, the 
bare chests of a half-dozen men 
dancing to an Indonesian song， 
and men and wormen criss-crosSs- 
ing the stage arm-in-arm. 


RISQUE 
The performers” dancing style 
and colorful costumes， some 


risque by local standards，were 
used to Tepresent the folk culture 
of countries from 也 gypt to Japan 
to_ Argentina as well .as China's 
national minorities. It was the first 
time since the -onset of the 
Cultural Revolution 12 years ago 
thatthe Chinese here were offered 
a fare of foreign song and dance. 

Local residents, paying 30 to 60 
cents for tickets, packed the hall 一 
the citys largest auditorium for 
the. performing arts，The enter- 
tainment was a bargain，said one 
woman who earns about 50 yuens 
($30) a month 

RUMBLE 

A low-pitched rumble swept 
through the audience as the 
Chinese troupe pranced_ around 
the stage in front of a massive 
backdrop of snow-capped Mt 
Fuji. The performers were singing 
in Japanese and playing Japanese 
music，and the people in the 
audience couldnt holdq off com- 
menting on the spectacle, As they 
chatted，a small delegation of 
Japanese businessmen seated at 
the front of the hall nodded their 
heads in rhythm, with the familiar 
tune， 

Again, the crowd was delighted 
when Ulya (Wu Li-ya)， a 
nationally .renowned actress and 
singer from Sinkiang，sang “We 
Can Never Sing Enough of Our 
Gratitude of Chairman Mao” 一 
described on the program as an 
Uighur folk song. 

ENSEMBLE . 

The ensemble, founded in 1962 
at the behest of the late Premier 
Chou En-lai, saw its heyday in the 
mid-sixties when it toured 16 
nations. The group was dis- 


_banded during the Cultural Revo- 


lution， Chiang Ching abused 
oriental music as“demorajlizing.” 
Chang Chun-chiao， another 
“gang member once said， 
“Oriental songs and dances no 
longer have any use.” The 
ensemble's recent performances 
marked the resurrection of an art

form which the Chinese here said 
Was “seriously molested under the 
gang of four's cudgel of cultural 
despotism .” 

Foreign dances were impugned 
in recent years by the barbs of the 
gang's followers，according to the 
program, including one man who 
said “African dance is rock 2 
roll.”But with the restoration of 
the Tungfang Song and Dance 
Ensemble，a long-repressed art 
form is flourishing again，

China Holds 
Major Confab 
on Education 


HONG KONG 一 More than 
6,000- persons attended a major 
educational conference in Peking 
which began April 22，according 
to Ta 天 wmng Pao, 

The conference was keynoted 
by vice premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
who urged the improvement of 
edqucational quality and raisingthe 
level of teaching in science and 
cujlture. 

He told the gathering bluntly 
that “schools should always attach 
Primary importance to a firm and 
correct pojlitical orientation. This， 
however,，does not mean devoting 
many School hours to ideological 
and political education.… 

He saidq that it is necessary to 
respect the work of teachers，and 
urge -departmental officials to 
study the possibility of giving the 
teachers a raise. 

Roundly denouncing the gang 
of four， the vice premier 
emphasized the importance of 
order and qiscipline in the schools. 

During the conference，news 
reached Hong Kong that Peking 
has decided to revive two 
disbanded universities for overseas 
Chinese，Both Chi-nan Univer- 
sity in Kwangchow and Huachiao 
University in Fukien will be ready 


to accept Overseas Chinese soon , 口 ] 


other languages has been made 
much easier， 

This bill is supported by many

2.000 chanting demonstrators, includimig representatives 位 Oom 1abor， 
clergy、student， womens，qdisabled，and minority groups fom 
throughout the state， marched through San Francisco neighborhoods 
Saturday to step up organized pressure on the United States 3UPreme 
Courtto overturn the California Supreme Court s Bakke'decision , 

The multiracial crowd swelled to 3,000 as the 20-block march 
culminated in a mass rally at Dolores Park. 

The event was spoiisored by the April 29 Coalition，whieh was 
launched by the National Committee to Overturn the Bakke Decision 
(NCOBD)， 

Speakers at the rally emphasized that BakKke must not be viewed as a 
case whbich affects one individual. “The root of the Problem has 
nothing to do with Allen Bakke,” declared Dan Silva, director of the 
Cambio Community Drug Treatment Prograrmn ， 

“Whatever the court decides on BakKke, our future work is cut out for 
us ”Miriam Louie of the NCOBD told the crowd. “The conditions 
which gave rise to Bakke haven't disappeared，but instead have 
intensified， 

“Job competition and unemployment have risen ip our Iminority 
comimunities. We are the most impoverished and opPressed :sectors of 
the work force. And we, the victims of racial discrimination，are being 
accused of being its perpetrators，Racism，not afftirmative action，

PALO ALTO 一 More than five 
years after they first met，a 
Youngstown State University 
(Ohio) professor and a Shanghai 
medical practitioner were finally 
able to to marry in Palo Alto 
recently. 

Prof. Henry 了 . Sheng, originally 
from Shanghai, and Sue 了 H. Chao， 
daughter of a dispossessed 
Shanghai banker, spent four years 
trying to wade through the almost 
impassable quagmire of redtape 
and bureaucratic indecision they 
encountered when they decided to 
marry in the spring of 1973， 

上 FEORTS 

Their efforts to _ find some 
diplomatically acceptable way for 
them to be united，including a 
battery of jetters. and personal 
visits to U.S. and Chinese diplo- 
mats，interviews with U.9， 
Congressional and State Depart- 
ment officials and, finally，a letter 
to Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping， 
asking him to intervene and allow 
them to marry. 

Sheng bejlieves that this letter to 
Teng，whbich included an 天 ast/ 
West clipping on a similar 
problem and its solution，was the 
decisive ， factor in obtaining 
permission for his prospective wife 
to leave Shanghai for Hong Kong 
last December， 

It appeared that“their officials 
are SO afraid of making a _ decision 
lest they sould get blamed later,” 
said Sheng, explaining the bureau- 
cratic shuffle he and Chao got 
from Chinese officiajls， 

FRIENDS 

Prof. Sheng was introduced to 
Sue Chao when he made a visit to 
China in 1972. The parents of the 
two young persons were old 
friends for many years， The two 
fell in love and after a period of 
coIrespondence they decideq to 
get married. 

Sheng then began the long 
Process of botaining approval for 
Chao to _ leave China when he 
contacted the Chinese Liaison 
Office in Washington，D.C，、in 
November 1973. Chao, wbho was a 

talented pianist before the Cultur- 
al Revolution，was working as an 
acupuncturist and herbalist in a 
Shanghai department store clinic. 
After Sheng applied for her exit， 
she too applied for an official 
passport at the neighborhood 
Public Security Bureau to leave 
China. Neither heard officially 
位 om the Chinese government for 
four years _ until approval Was 
suddenly granted last October， 

Although Sheng was grateful 
for the help of the State 
Department and the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service，in 
Cleveland in trying to find a 
solution to their difficulty，his 
efforts met with almost as little 
Success there as with the Chinese 
government. 


“T_ wrote to  Scretary Henry 
Kissinger; he sent me to former 
armbassador George Bush,”Sheng 
said. “Bush contacted the U.S 
Liaison Office in Peking，and 
Liaison officials had me contact 
Senator .Henry Jackson，and so 
-On . 

APPROVAL 

When approval finally came， 
Chao was told by a sympathetic 
Chinese “official that ，Sheng's 
dogged peristence and the letter to 
Vice Premier Teng had tipped the 
scales in her favor. Undoubtedly 
the change in the political climate

which occurred after the fall of 
the “gang of four also helped. 
“The situation in China today has 
definitely changed for the better,， 
added Sheng. 

In an _ attempt to break the 
deadlock during their long wait， 
Sheng had even offered .to return 
to China and to serve there.“But 
not until last year， at jleast， 
American-trained Chinese Scien- 
tists werent welcome,” Sheng 
said , 

Sheng, the son of Mrs. Vena 站 ，

Ph.D. in chemical engineering 
from the University of Oklahoma， 
He is a professor Youngstown 
State University and is now 3 
visiting professor at the University 
of California at Berkeley, Sheng is

taken to prevent further outbreaks 
of campus violence.， 

After the Barry Leong stabbing， 
School andq police officials regu- 
larized the police presence at 
Washington High School. An 
iofficer was assigned to Washing- 
tonm and nearby Presidio Junior 


High.、  - 
MONITORS 
Eollowing the shooting at Unity 
High， officers were assigned to al 
Sanm Francisco high schools and 
funding was allocated by the city 
forthe hiring of additional CETA 
personnel-as coOunselors and hall 
moOnitors,， Police patrols have also 
Feem iextended several blocks from 
Gampus to intercept non-students 
FEoming onto campus. Police and 
school officials believe they are the 
icatalysts for most of the recent 
Violence. 
UPolice _ and the- Superinten- 
dant's office are also discussing the 
Dossibility of requiring Photo I.D， 
cards for all high school students. 
Some school officials have 
suggested the installation of metal 
adetecting devices at the entrances 
of all junior and senior high 
,Schools to control the availability 
of weapons on campus.， These 
atficials cite the widespread use of 
such devices at police stations， the 
Hall of Justice，City Hall and the 
LEederal Building in urging their 
| introduction to the school.

Washington administrators 
stress the unique circumstances of 
the Leong stabbing，citing poljlice， 
who believe the dispute which 
may have precipitated the killing 
Was personal and not gang- 
Telated. 

Said_ Washington principal 
Allen Torlekson，“Generally we 
don't perceive this incident as 
being an indicator or athreat of 
greater violence in the schools. We 
see it as an isolated incident， 
between ， two students “ which 
Iesulted in tragedy because one of 
the _ students was _ carrying 3a 
concealed weapon.” 

OUTSIDERS 

Administrators are also quick to 
point out that school violence is 
brought onto the campus by 
outsiders,， saying，in the words of 
one Washington High adminis- 
trator,“ 计 students were in their 
assigned Places，these kinds of 
Violent incidqents would mot 
OCccuT ， 

“Students possess weapons,，and 
Sometimes they feel called upon to 
use them with deadly effect，My 
guess jis that there may be a dozen 
weapons on campus，but we have 
no way to searching students and 
their “lockers,” said。 Principal 
Tuklekson. Isolated incident or 
not，Ssince Leong's death，there 
have been two additional incid- 
ents involving deadly weapons at 
Washington， 

According to Washington's 
Dean Firpo，he personally inter- 
vened in a fight-a few' weeks ago 
Where a Washington .student was 
surrounded by six Asian youths on 
the back steps of the school during 
lunchtimne， He saw that one was 
threatening the surrounded youth 
with a pistol，and broke up the 
confrontation. The youth with the 
gun, a City College student, fled， 
and was arrested by police two 
blocks from the school, 

SANCTUARY 

In April ,three Asian youths 
burst into Firpo's office seeking 
sanctuary. They had been pursued 
by a carload of Asian youths and 
had been fired upon once by their 
Pursuers. The car passed ip front 
of Washington and witnesses said 
that .one youth ip the car

looking for them,” said Firpo， 

Police and school officials put 
the blame for the insecurity and 
threat of violence on outsiders， 
older youths who can be seen 
clustered _ around the entrances 
and steps of Washington，G@Galileo， 
Lincoln and “MecAttear ”high 
schools， But says Chief of Police 
Charles Gain,“There are certain- 
ly gang members in the schools. 
The police department knows the 
identity :of some of the gang 
Imembers and we keep track of 
them: To the extent that we get 
information， we act.” 


VIOLENCE 
Gain is blunter than most; 
many students， administrators 


and parents believe that school 
Violence is the work of outsiders 
who attack other gang-involved 
kids， 

Said one Washington teacher 
Who is Chinese，“You re safe 计 you 
don't solicit 让， 让 you take your 
classes，don't associate with gang 


kids and stay to yourself.… 

Yet many students are frankly 
afraid of fellow students they 
believe to be involved in gangs， 
Said one Chinese student at 
Washington，gesturing towards a 
group of black-jacketed boys out 
on the steps known as the Back. 
“This school has too many gang 
kiqs. You have to watch out，not 
to _ get them angry. If they dont 
like you, you might get shot.” 

Students and school officials 
who say attending Washington is 
safe as long as you are not 
involved in gang activity， ex- 
Pressed shock and dismay at the 
death of Barry Leong，who was 
believed not to have been involved 
with a youth gang.

(4) Adopts new Section 70754 to _ require that special 
hospitals establish transfer agreements，
